DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hamada et al. (US Pat. 7,402,772) discloses a laser processing 
method and processing device. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claim 10, 13, 15-16 and 19-20 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show 
or suggest a laser irradiation method wherein the slit, the second convex spherical lens, 
and the irradiation surface are arranged so that a distance (M1) between the slit and the 
second convex spherical lens and a distance (M2) between the second convex 
spherical lens and the irradiation surface satisfy equations 1 and 2: 

M 1 =f(s+D)/D [Equation 1] 
M2=f(s+D)/s [Equation 2] 

where s is a width of the slit, D is a length of the linear beam in the long-side direction, 
and f is a focal length of the second convex spherical lens recited in claim 10, 13, 15 
and 19.
